A sequence compliance notice was issued on October 20, 2008. The Examiner requested 
providing accompanying SEQ ID NOs. for the nucleic acid sequences disclosed in claim 40, and 
in the description of the figures (figs. 1, 3, 5, 8, 11, 12, 14, 16, 17, 19, 21-25, 27, 28, 30, 33-35), 
as recited in the Notice to Comply. 

In a telephonic conversation conducted on January 21, 2009, it was reminded to the Examiner 
that she already issued a similar rejection in an Office Action dated December 19, 2006. A 
response providing amendments to the claims, figures and the description in order to comply 
with such requirement was filed August 14, 2007. The Examiner acknowledged that the 
sequence compliance requirements mailed October 20, 2008, have been met previously by the 
amendment filed August 14, 2007, as evidence in an Interview Summary issued January 27, 
2009. 

Still, eventough the Examiner acknowledged that the sequence compliance requirements have 
been met, no indication was made by the Patent Office or the Examiner that the sequence 
compliance notice issued on October 20, 2008 has been withdrawn and that the deadline to 
respond to the notice is no longer applicable.
